as library standards. 

It is altogether probable that final 


action will have to be deferred until 
more normal times, but the Committee is 
of the opinion that a decision should be 
reached as soon as practicable in order

as the member schools return to normal 
activities. 

Wartime activities have made it dif- 
ficult if not impossible for the Commit- 
tee actively to pursue the program that 
it had under way and it does not seem 
likely that such activity can be renewed 
at any time in the immediate future.

AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF LAW LIBRARIES EXCHANGE

Recent correspondence received by 
the Association’s Law Library Exchange 
indicates that there apparently remains 
some variance between what the Asso- 
ciation regards as the ideal policy with 
reference to exchanges and the manner 
in which some participating libraries 
wish or find it necessary to handle their 
exchanges. 

Under the program as it now operates, 
the [xchange serves primarily as an 
agency to establish contact between the 
wanting library and the library having 
a particular item available for exchange. 
Thereafter it remains for these libraries 
to make their own arrangements. The 
I:xchange and the Association encour- 
age and recommend the open exchange 
insofar as 
both the

On the whole, however, experi- 
ence has shown that the exchanges made 
will balance each other very well over 
a period of time on the open exchange 
basis. 

()ne reason why it is the present policy 
of the Exchange to have the individual 
libraries make their own final arrange- 
ments with each other is that while a 
majority of the libraries can send out 
their duplicate material on open ex- 
change, there remains a sizable number 
which, because of legal restrictions or
